Co., which I* boring for oil on the 
lee* Caskey farm, at flu* depth of 
1.131 feet Iasi week struck what is 
probably the strongest flow of nat¬ 
ural gas ever found in Kentucky. 
Mr. Craw ford, the gentleman who 
has charge of the drilling, says it 
would supply u town ten time* ns 
large ns Hazel Green with nil the 
fuel for heating and cooking and 
for illumination that such a sized 
town would consume m a score or 
more years, and some of our citi¬ 
zens hoped the company would 
thus utiliz** it. But it wn* decid¬ 
ed that in as much as oil was the 
product for which they nro look¬ 
ing to go down deeper. At till* 
writing they are ut the depth of 
1400 fiM*t, nud while they have not 
yet reached oil the formation still 
encourages them to pruceed, the 
formation being almost identical 
with that of the Cabol well near 
Campion, which is one of the best 
in the State. We are not advised 
as to the ultimate depth to which 
they will go, although some of the 
company say 3000 feet, if need l*«. 
However, in event oil is not forth¬ 
coming and they do not destroy 
the gas by finding sail wafer, we 
understand Mr Kittenhouse, of 
Swango Spring, proposes to lease 
the gas. and should he do so, he 
will probably use it at the spring 
and pipe it into town, if he can 
•ecure enough consumers. The 
company is to be congratulated, in 
any evout, for experts say the gas 
is easily worth #lf»,000, and that 
would surely pay a handsom** per- 
centum on their outlay.
